There were found two running sores on 
his hip, showing that Armstrong shot at 
his murderer when attacked, as several 
einpty barrels in his revolver then showed. 
The people of Butler county are greatly 
excited, and since they feel sure that they 
have caught the right man who waylaid 
and murdered Armstrong, the chances are 
that the outraged people of Butler county 
will not wait for a judge or jury, but hang 
Hip before daylight tomorrow. 

Hip bears a bad reputation anyway, and 
is strongly suspected of having committed 
some other deeds of late in Butler and ad- 
joining counties.

After thirty-six years of cruel separation, 
after thify-six years of doubt and uncer- 
tainty as to the existence of the other, two 
poor old negroes will meet in a short time 
to enjoy the Christmas tide in a blessed re- 
union. The aged mammy, residing in Au- 
gusta, Ga., is awaiting with the joy of a 
mother the coming of her long absent son, 
John Hammon, a well-known negro of this 
place. 

John Hammon’s life story is romantic.

The charge against Stephens was that 
he had received a dispatch from the train- 
master which required him to notify the 
conductors and engineers on trains passing 
the junction in the direction of Atlanta, that 
there was a broken rail near Forrest station 
and that at or about 2 o'clock, p- De- 
cember 12th in pursuance of the general 
order of the railway telegraphers committee 
to strike, he had nailed down the window 
of his oftice and locked the door and gone 


the junction of the dispatch. 

After the examination of several witnes 
ses, showing that the fact of the strike 
and the sending out of the order for the 
strike and formal proof, Mr. J. H. Wheeler, 
a witness for the prosecution testified that he 
was at the junction and that about 2:20 
o'clock, December 12th, Stephens had nail- 
ed the windows, locked the door and went 
off and had not returned until about 3:30 
o'clock. In the meantime the witness had 
telephoned the trainmaster the situation and 
a young boy, Marion. Wells, was sent out 
to the junction. The witness and Wells 
had to break the lock to get in.

Club, Wednesday night, on the oceasion 
of the reception to Vice President-elect 
Stevenson and his party, was something 
more than a social event. It drew atten- 
tion to the new club and its objects, and 
caused our citizens to appreciate its value 
as a positive factor in our affairs. 

Supurbly equipped, and with a large 
membership, comprising. the most solid 
and enterprising class of Atlanta’s com- 
mercial, manufacturing and business men, 
it is safe to say that the club will make 
its influence beneficially felt in many 
ways and in many lines. The members 
will enjoy the relaxation and the closer 
acquaintance brought about by such an 
organization. They will strengthen their 
bonds of fellowship and pull together 
more harmoniously than ever before. But 
they will give their attention to other than 
mere social features. Their committees 
embrace such mutters as city develop- 
ment, state development, legislation ard 
public affairs, transportation, postal and 
telegraph affairs and education and iiter- 
ature. The opinions and active work of 
such a body of men in the directions indi- 
cated cannot fail to have a far-reaching 
influence for good. 

The Commercial Club will concern itself 
with everything that can be made to aid 
in building up and advancing the varied 
interests of our community. It has made 
a splendid start, and we predict for it a 
brilliant and a useful career. Several of 
its members deserve special commenda- 
tion for their efforts in organizing and 
equipping it, but the one man of all 
others to whom the most credit is cue is 
President Junius G. Oglesby, of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Mr. Oglesby is one of 
the ablest and most successful of our 
leading business men. His foresight and 
executive ability, sound judginent, good 
taste and untiring energy have done more 
than everything vlse combined to e¢tab- 
lish the club on a firm foundatioa at the 
beginning. We need a few more such 
men, and it is to be hoped that Pres- 
ident Oglesby will find them among his 
associates in the club and bring them to 
the front, Pei 

We expect great things from this organ- 
ization, and at an early day we propose 
to mention some of them. 


Republican Sectionalism. 

The New York Morning Advertiser pre- 
tends to be surprised because The Consti- 
tution has characterized the republican 
party as the party of sectionalism, and it 
calls for specifications. It is rather late 
in the day for a republican newspaper to 
affect ignorance of the policy of its party, 
but The Morning Advertiser is compara- 
tively a new convert and the fury of its 
zeal is to be taken into account. 

There has never been a day since the 
close of the war when the policy of the 
republican party was not distinctly sec- 
tional, and it was partly due to this sec- 
tionaljsm, which some of its leaders at- 
temped to deny or excuse, that the organ- 
ization was practically destroyed at the 
last election. The republicans began 
their campaign of sectionalism by travers- 
ing the policy of Abraham Lincom which 
had been clearly outlined not only in his 
life and character, but in his public and 
private utterances. 

The republican party refused to enter 
on the work of pacification which Mr. 
Lincoln had outlined. The obsequies of 
that great man had hardly been conclud- 
ed before his party turned its back on his 
purposes and inaugurated the policy of 
sectionalism which had for its flower the 
horrors and outrages of reconstruction. 
The ignorant negroes were invested with 
the privileges and powers of the ballot, 
while the property and intelligence of the 
south were stripped of citizenship, and 
their dearest rights left to the tender mer- 
cies of the organizers of carpet-bag rule. 

“It was a republican president,” cutely 
“who finally 
made the continuance of the infamies of 
carpetbagism impossible forevermore in 
the south.” The epithet employed by our 
contemporary fits the situation. Tue in- 
famies of carpetbagism!’ The remark of 
The Advertiser revives a piece of history 
that is not pleasant to contemplate even 
in these days of prosperity. Was it not 
the republican party that organized und 
nursed these infamies into life and kept 
them in power by means of the federal 
bayonet?

Mr. Hayes was in a position where 
he owed as much to southern democrats 
as he did to northern republicans, and his 
administration, though a fraudulent one, 
was not unfair. 

The sectionalism of the republican party 
has not displayed itself 40 much in deeds 
as in words. The taste the country had 
of carpet-bag governments in the south 
was sufficient to cause it to stand in the 
way of the sectional projects of the repub- 


heans, so that by means of this costly in- 


famy the sectionalists succeeded in erect- 
ing a barrier between their party and its 
intended victims. This was clearly seen 
in the popular protest against the Daven- 
port force bill, and it is seen in a less 
degree in the whole drift and tendency of 
public sentiment in the north and west. 

We do not deem it necessary at this 
time to go into details to show that the 
republican party has been controlled by 
sectionalists and has devoted itself to 
keeping alive the prejudices engendered 
by the war. We can more conveniently 
and more cheerfully point The Morning 
A‘lvertiser to the signs of the times that 
had their active culmination in the last 
election. If the republican party ever 
wins another election in this country it 
will have to steer clear of sectionalism— 
it will have to cease its efforts to stir 
up strife between the north and the south.

A Christmas Dream. 

A rumor comes across the ocean to the 
effect that the British confederate bond- 
holders take a roseate view of the future. 
They look for the repeal of the law for- 
bidding the payment of the oid confeder- 
ate obligations, and confidently expect 
the southern states to plank own the cash. 

Our people who are familiar W. the 
situation will see in this financial delusion 
only one of the many strange and opti- 
mistic fancies with whicli the atmosphere 
seems to be filled as the Christmas holi- 
days approach. 

It is purely yvisionary—this expectation 
that any of the confederate bonds will 
ever be redeemed. The federal govern- 
ment will not redeem them; the con- 
federacy’s ghost is not able to attend to 
business, and the new south is foreed by 
circumstances over which she has no con- 


trol to draw the line between sentiment + 


and taxes. 

The confederates had to accept the for- 
tune of war, and their frfends who aided 
and abetted them will have to do likewise. 
The holders of confederate bonds in Eng- 
land are rich men with a speculative bias. 
If they desire to make money out of the 
south they can easily do it in the right 
way. They will find opportunities for 
investment here that will yield them 
surer, larger and quicker returns than 
they can reap anywhere else. Let them 
withdraw their capital from the South 
American countries where it is always 
endangered by revolutionary upheavals, 
and invest it in the rising industries of 
the south. If they will do this they will 
be enriched to such an extent that they 
will bless their confederate bonds and 
frame them for their heirs with the state- 
ment that these souvenirs of a lost cause 
drew them to this favored region where 
they multiplied their millions. 

There is no money to be :nade out of 
the late confederacy, but there is plenty 
of it to be made out of the states that 
composed it—not by digging up ancient 
history, but by judicious investments in 
what is destined to be the richest section 
of the union. 


Which Is Right ? 

A late number of The Century Maga- 
zine contains a breezy discussion of the 
relative strength of the federal and con- 
federate armies in the late war. The dis- 
putants are Professor Denny, of Macon, 
Ga., and Mr. Castleman, both of whom 
are doubtless capable and conscientious 
gentlemen. 

Keeping in mind the apothegm that 
nothing lies like facts except it be figures 
Wwe need not be surprised at the striking 
discrepancy in the arithmetical results 
reached by these gentlemen. 

Professor Denny insists that the maxi- 
mum of the confederate enlistment did 
not exceed 800,000 of all arms, while his 
opponent contends that it was not less 
than 1,500,000. 

This disparity is accounted for in part 
by the undue stress which Mr. Castleman 
lays on the working of the conscript act. 
It is a notorious fact that the confederate 
government was greatly disappointed in 
the numerical results of that compulsory 
measure. Mr. Stephens as late as 1864 
believed that its operation depleted the 
confederate ranks. He argued that the 
management of the conscript bureau took 
from field service nearly as many men as 
it put in the ranks. Besides he thought 
that it greatly damaged the morale of the 
army and thereby materially lessened its 
efficiency. 

Mr. Castleman is again at fault in his 
estimate of the numbers which the con- 
federate army drew from the border 
states. Missouri, Kentucky, Maryland 
and West Virginia furnished ‘more union 
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rmment recruited largely 
in Busen it may be me asnerted that 
all the troops which the south obtained 
from the border states. There was hardly 
a week in the year when a regiment of 
these hirelings was not brought in through 
Castle Garden, New York. 

No amount of figures can overthrow the 


statement that the disparity in the fight- 


ing force of the tivo sections was at least 
2 1-2 to 1. Yet even this inequality x culd 
not have availed for the subjugation of 
the south had it not been for the strict 
blockade of her ports. 

The lack of military equipments of all 
sorts placed the south at great iisadvan- 
tage. It is obviously to the discredit cf 
the north that with its vast ..umerical 
preponderance, its greater wealth, aud its 
immense naval power it was for four 
years baffled by the southern leaders. The 
only proper solution is found in the supe- 
rior fighting qualities of the confederate 
soldiery aided by the superior generalship 
of Lee, Jackson, Longstreet and Joe and 
Sidney Johnston. 

Neither of the disputants makes much 
account of the 200,000 negroes that were 
enlisted in the federal army. Like the 
elephants of King Pyrrhus in Roman his- 
tory they were dangerous auxiliaries and 
on some occasions by their cowardice 
stampeded the white regiments of their 
allies. “Styles of Liberty,” in his re-. 
sponse to the presentation speech, the 
other night, was canflid enough to say 
that his race didn’t “like the smell of 
gunpowder.” 


A New Field for Enterprise. 

The Rome Tribune makes some practi- 
cal suggestions that deserve attention in 
connection with any scheme of immigra- 
tion that may be tried in the south. Our 
contemporary outlines the following plan, 
for the country districts: 

As to the method, it must be one which 
promises some profit or it will not work, 
Men will not work long, even for the public 
good, without compensation. While the ne- 
farious and deceptive schemes of land 
boomers should be sedulously avoided, it 
would be easy to frame a plan upon which 
a large corporation could operate success- 
fully. For example, it might buy several 
thousand aeres of well watered land, suitable 
for small farms, and lay it off in tracts of 
160 acres, dividing it so as to give each farm, 
as near as might be, its quota of upland and 
bottom, timber, water. Beginning on un- 
occupied land, a company with one consistent 
plan could so arrange things as to make life 
for the farmer much more pleasant than 
usual. The homes of 100 families, covering a 
tract five miles square, might be located to- 
gether in the center of the tract, where 
there would be social, educational, religious. 
mail and business facilities which are im- 
possible to isolated farmhouses. They could 
have a turnpike connecting the village with 
one of the main macadamized thoroughfares 
of the county and fag a moderate expense 
telephone connection could be had with the 
eity. With transportation and communication 
putting them in close touch with the world 
at large, the people of such a farm village 
would enjoy all the advantages and economy 
of rural life, with many of these for which 
cities pay so dearly. This system is sure 
to come. In the black bett it is fast becoming 
a necessity. 0

a new field for enterprise, and if the land 
is sold at reasonable prices to new settlers 
the remainder of the tract will become 
very valuable and its owners will realize. 
a big profit. It is encouraging to see the 


interest manifested in the matter of im- 
migration, and it is to be hoped that the 


methods by which immigrants can be se- 
cured and satisfactorily settled in their 


new homes will be thoroughly discussed.

During the Christmas season, in the mind 
of the child, nuts, cangies and pretty things 
are in the ascendancy. This particular 
of the year brings to the infant many little 
fairy thoughts and a distended stomach. 
Parental kindness permits u period of gor- 
wmandizihg which would not be tolerated at 
other times, and the nuts and candies which 
are ordinarily distributed in a healthfal way 
are swallowed in a terrible manner, and doc- 
tors and mustayd plasters mark a season 
which should not go outside the bounds of 
merry celebration. 

The nuts to éhbildren, when permitted to 
be eaten at random, are poison. The child of 
today is not the monkey who exists on the 
fruits of trees indigenous to his clime. 
Greasy substances, when put into a little 
stomach with sugars and ices, turkeys and 
meats of every description, are not destined 
to bring about a state of health. Bad dreams, 
distended stomachs and embryo dyspeptics 
can come from a single Christmas celebration. 
As the oil of the nut comes in contact with 
the digestive finids, it is not turned into the 
channels which put the animal oils or vege- 
table oils (such as the olive) to the parts of 
the body that need their warmth. The nut 
oils are too fortified in character to be di- 
gested when taken in quantity; singly, they 
are not harmful. | . 

There was an old New England tradition 
that one should never eat nuts without ap- 
ples as a condiment. It was a sensible legacy 
which the generations of ancestors left. The 
mild acid in the apples so cut the oil of the 
nut that it was prepared for reception by the 
stomach and not left in a state to cause a 
disturbance. In this there was à lesson; 
think it out. 

Parents, do not let your children mix nuts 
and sweets. You temper the sugar you take 
when you have a salad at dinner. Peel a 
Brazil nut and you can burn it in the flame 
of the candle, but so far as digestion is con- 
cerned there is little to recommend it. Let 
your children have a few nuts, but only a 
few, and do not let these combine with sweet 
meats, :

HI, cen 22.— The action of the 
market the latter of the day yesterday 
and. during the ‘dae Fsjndicates the inde- 
pendeyce of the Chicago wheat. market. There 
was no ‘encouragement from cables yesterday 
and all outside markets in this country were 
very much depressed, but our market steadily 
held its on and closed higher than the day 
before. Today there was a little selling on 
opening, principally by shorts, who thought 
they were selling on a bulge. This was soon 
absorbed and when there came a few buying 
orders there was no wheat fur sale. The mar- 
ket advanced rapidly but the advance brought 
out no wheat, until it reached 771-2 cents, 
and from that price up to 78 cents there was 
quite free selling by some of the large holders, 
which checked the advance. There is no know- 
ing where the market would have gone today 
had not the parties: been willing to part with 
some of their wheat. This is evidence enough 
to us that the wheat has gone from the hands 
of the farmers and other weak holders into 
the hands of -capitalists and strong parties, 
who believe in higher prices. Receipys at pri- 
mary points are now getting down to a figure 
below the domestic requirements. 

The feeling in corn was weak the early part 
of the session. There was considerable sell- 
ing by receivers and parties who believe the 
price of May will be as low as the cash price 
at present. On the other hand, there are 
some strong parties, principally located in the 
provision pit, who think, in view of the light 
crop of corn, the price is rather low for May 
and they have bought large lines. The effect 
of wheat is shown when any attempt is made 
at liberal buying. It is quite how - 
ever, that corn will be more of a scalper dal 
than anything else, for a time at least. 

The holders of January lard set their price 
at about $10.50 this morning. It is presumed 
there were some settlements made at that 
figure, Later in the day there was probably 
a sale at $10.30. Nearly all the foreign houses 
who have orders for lard for January delivery 
are shipping now and they claim they are not 
receiving any new orders and the chances are 
the shipments in January will be exceedingly 
light. Nearly all the orders that formerly 
eame for lard are now for the compound, 
which is linseed oil and te tallow.

Kubanks was kept under guard in the detec- 
tires office. tie appeared sadly crestiallen 
at the turn aftairs uud taken, and had little 
to suy. Yesterday morning friends called 
to see both, and spent some time talking 
with them. tuarly in the morning they 
were transferred to jail. 

The counterfeiting apparatus found in 
Barnett's room, and the general equipment 
fur waking spurious money, is probably the 
most extensive outfit of the kind ever pulled 
by the AUlanta othcers. Not a thing Was 
wissing, and the daily capacity of the money 
will was sufficient to uda appreciably to the 
circulating medium. Neariy a bushel of 
newly made money was captured, and is 
now in the possession of Inspector Forsyth: 
The officers believe that the counterfeiters 
have been opperating here for some time, 
but do not think they have been disposing 
of their money here to any extent. They be- 
lieve the shrewd counterfeiters shipped it 
to small towns where the chances of dis- 
covery were not so great as in a large city, 
apd in this way put in circulation a Vast 
umount of worthless coiu. 

Barnett still denies tuat he has anything 
to do with the suutf, but the fact of the 
money aud the apparatus being found in 
his room is about as positive proof as the 


and a dozen witnesses gave humorous ev. 
idence in the case. The young bailiff stood 
smiling beside his lawyer, and some of 
the evidence tickled him immensely. Jus- 
tice Manning was a witness for his bailiff. 

Three electric car conductors were wit- 
nesses in the case. All swore that Smith

to time. He told one of the conductors 
that he was a detective of eleven years’ 
standing and had worked cases in Cincin- 
nati and Louisville. 

One night he rode out on a car on which 
was a drunk man. He picked the drunken 
man up from the floor several times, and 
finally pulled out a pair of handcuffs and 
told the boozy sport that unless he could 
sit on his seat he would take him down to 
the police station Other witnesses, swore 
that they iad seen Smith wearing a po- 
licemans uniform overcoat on. He told one 
man that he had been on the force for 
four years. 

Two gentlemer. testified about a dramatic 
exhibition Smith gave in the Atlanta Trac- 
tion Company’s office descriptive of his 
prowess as a detective. He producéd a pis- 
tol and showed how he had effected the 
capture of a noted desperado. “I thought 
he handled his pistol sorter reckless“ said 
a witness, who seemed tp think that was the 
worst part of the performance. 

Other witnesses testified in the bailiff's 
behalf.
